ANDY HEBENTON 


NDY HEBENTON, who was con- 
sidered too slow by Montreal and 
Glenn Hall, who wasn’t fast enough 
for Detroit, have a lot more in com- 
mon than the fact they’re speedy 
enough to satisfy the Rangers and 
Black Hawks respectively. 


For instance, neither has missed a 
game since they entered the NHL as 
rookies in 1955 and the consecutive 
game streaks they toted into the cur- 
rent campaign have them contending 
for the “ironman” title. 


When the 1961-62 season opened 
both Hebby and Hall had played 420 
games in a row. Hall’s mark is, of 
course, a record for a goaltender, while 
Hebenton’s has him hot on the trail 
of Johnny Wilson’s league standard 
of 580 straight. 


Pursuing the pattern even further 
we find that both Andy and Glenn 
were born, played and still reside in 
Western Canada. Hebenton was born 
in Winnipeg and now lives in Victoria 
where he played his minor league 
hockey. Hall hails from Humboldt, 
Saskatchewan, but now resides in Ed- 
monton where he tended goal for that 
town’s WHL entry. 


Each has collected one of the NHL’s

coveted trophies. Hall won the Calder 
as the top freshman (Hebenton was 
second in the voting), while the Rang- 
er’s spirited but gentlemanly play 
earned him Lady Byng honors in 1957. 

In fact, these two even celebrate 
their birthday on the same date— 
October 3. Hebenton, who was born 
in 1929, is two years older than the 
Hawk goalie. 

Originally a link in the Montreal 
chain, Hebenton never got the chance 
to become a Forum favorite. The 
Canadiens, figuring he didn’t possess 
the skating speed needed for their

Last spring, in the Cup se 
against Montreal, it was Glenn’s 
gaudy goaltending that put Chicago 
on the trail of its first Stanley Cup vic- 
tory in 23 years. 

The Hawks eliminated the Habs 
four games to two with Glenn white- 
washing the Flying Frenchmen in the 
final two tilts. In fact he wound up 
blanking Montreal over the final 135 
minutes and 26 seconds. 

Whereas it took Hall three seasons 
at Edmonton to get his break with 
Detroit, ‘Hebenton toiled five years at 
Victoria before Muzz Patrick paid 
$10,000 to make him a Ranger. 

Hebby, who had been a consistent 
scorer in the WHL, broke in at right 
wing for the Blues with 24 goals. A 
pair of 21 goal seasons followed by the 
33 he pumped in 1958-59 clearly indi- 
cated the burly general manager had 
made a’ wise purchase. 

Andy’s goal production “slipped” 
to 19 in 1959-60, but he regained his 
touch last season by popping in 26

He’ll 
backcheck and kill penalties with the 
same enthusiasm he exhibits on the 
attack. It is these skills, plus the in- 
tangibles, that make Hebby the 
Rangers perennial pick when it comes 
to selecting the Player’s Player Award. 


In addition to agreeing that “plenty 
of luck” is needed to keep a consecu- 
tive game streak alive, both Hebenton 
and Hall concur on the idea that there 
are easier ways of making a living 
than playing in the high-powered 
NHL.

URING the 
years when 
Doug Harvey was 
with Montreal he 
came into the Gar- 
den seven times 
each season. The 
majority of the 
hockey fans prob- 
ably saw him only 
occasionally, since 
even those who at- 
tend often want to 
see all the teams 
and do not concen- 
trate on one. But 
we all knew, partly 
from observation, 
mostly from what 
we had heard and 
read, that here was 
one of the great all 
time defensemen. 

Now this season, 
Harvey is a Ranger 
and each time any 
one of us comes to 
the Garden, no 
matter which N.H. 
L. team is the op- 
ponent, we see him 
play. We have seen 
more of him since 
last October than 
in all the years be- 
fore. And what 
have we seen? What is it that this man 
has done for the Rangers? 

Well, we have seen a master crafts- 
man, that is certain, and Harvey has 
begun. to educate us once more in the 
subtleties of great defensive play. He 
has been bringing us up to date, so 
to speak, for it is a very long time since 
New York has had a star of anything 
approaching this magnitude, on the 
back line. 

Harvey understands the mechanics

But it is 
also a duty. It prevents scores by the 
other side and produces scoring op- 
portunities for your own side.

Doug is 37 years old now and it can 
hardly be doubted that he has lost a 
little something physically speaking. 
Certainly his muscles no longer re- 
spond quite so rapidly as:they once 
did. 

But how clever he is! What a joy to 
see him outwit a charging forward and 
turn the play in the other direction! 
He may be outskated at times now but 
never out-maneuvered.

A Look at Some of the Great: Lines 


AKE one eager Andy Bathgate 

gunning for his second MVP prize 
and first NHL scoring title. Add one 
Dean Prentice, now the fourth-highest 
goal producer in all Ranger history. 
Mix in one Earl Ingarfield, in fuli 
bloom at last as a first-rate goalgetter 
and playmaker, and you have the 
makings of one of the great forward 
lines in hockey history. 

It isn’t there yet. Fleming Mackell, 
Don McKenney and Jerry Toppazzini 
were overpowering for long enough to 
knock the Rangers out of the Stanley 
Cup playoffs five years ago, but they 
didn’t keep it up long enough to be a 
great line, They call Red Hay, Bobby 
Hull and Murray Balfour the “Mil- 
lion Dollar Line” in Chicago, and it 
may be worth it. 

But compare that line and what it 
has done with one Montreal some- 
times uses. When Toe Blake has Jean 
Beliveau centering for Dickie Moore 
and Bernie Geoffrion, he has an entire 
unit of ex-scoring champs, the only 
one in NHL history. All three have 
more than 200 goals and only two 
other lines can make that boast. 

One was Chicago’s Pony Line of the 
brothers Bentley, Max and Doug, with 
Bill Mosienko, Smallest of all the great 
lines, this one’s quickness in passing, 
receiving and maneuvering was its 
hallmark. 

The other was Montreal’s famed 
“Punch Line” of Blake at left wing, 
Elmer Lach at center and the great 
Maurice (Rocket) Richard on the 
right. 

The Punch Line was unique in that

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Cap’n Andy’s the Man for the Job

The day before the Rangers opened the current season 
they were staying in a motel on the outskirts of Boston. 
In the lobby Muzz Patrick walked up to Andy Bathgate. 

“We want you to be the new captain,” Patrick said. 

“TY don’t know,” Bathgate replied. 

“What's the matter?” asked the general manager. 

“Well,” Bathgate said, “I don’t want it just because 
I’ve scored more points than some of the other guys.” 

“That’s not the reason we want you to be captain,” 
Patrick said. “We think you’re the best man for it.” 

“Well,” Bathgate said. “I hope I’ll be a good captain 
for you. But I don’t know if I’m the right guy.” 

As the season moved past the half-way mark, Bath- 
gate still wasn’t sure he had made the right decision. 

“Y don’t think I’ve been a very good captain,” Andy 
said at the time. “It’s hard for me to be,a captain.” 

Bathgate had succeeded George (R Sullivan, the 
spitfire type, as captain. Sullivan had en over as 
player-coach of the Ranger farm at Kitche Waterloo 
(Ont.) of the Eastern Professional Hockey Le Sulli- 
van’s hustling style had made him a favorite of ar- 
den fans. This was one of the things that worried h- 
gate—this and the memory of how the Garden f 
booed Harry Howell out of the captaincy. 

“T can’t always skate all out like Red could,” Bathgate 
explained. “And if you don’t skate all out, the fans won’t 
think you’re doing your job. I wouldn’t want them on 
me.” 

Of all the Ranger players it is doubtful if the Garden 
fans ever will get on Bathgate. He’s their favorite. Listen 
to the roar, for example, when his name is announced for 
an assist, much less a goal. It is typical of Bathgate, how- 
ever, to worry about his responsibility as the team cap- 
tain. He has worried about something practically every 
day of his Ranger career. Maybe the worrying helps 
make him the player he is. 

Even when he is on a scoring streak, something is both- 
ering him, It might be one of his trick knees. It might be 
a cold, Even when he scores three goals, he’ll point out 
two that he missed. He’s a perfectionist. He applies the 
same philosophy to his role as captain. And there were 
those who believed that the “C” on his uniform helped 
him get off to one of his best starts as a Ranger in a bid 
for the NHL scoring title. 

“T think,’ Muzz Patrick said in December, “that Andy 
has been a better player ever since he’s been the captain.” 

Bathgate, of course, is in an unusual situation as the 
captain of the current Ranger team. His boss, coach 


. Doug Harvey, often is on the ice with him but a player- 


coach is not permitted to be a team captain. Nor even to 
wear an “A” as an alternate captain. As a result Harvey 
has no say in a dispute with the referee. That is Bath- 
gate’s job and he has discovered that this, too, is a ticklish 
responsibility. 

“Y’m not going to run around squawking about every- 
little thing,” he says. “They’re not going to change a de- 
cision anyway, except on a goal—if you’ve got a good 
beef. That’s why I’m not going to beef about everything.

Over the years, Cook was the Ranger captain with 
the most longevity. From the time the Rangers were 
organized in 1926, Cook was the captain until the end of 
the 1936-37 season — an ll-year term, After that, Art 
Coulter held the post for five seasons and Ott Heller 
for three. . 

Since then, however, there have been seven captains 
in the past 14 seasons. They included Neil Colville, 
Buddy O-Connor, Frank Eddolls, Allan Stanley, Don 
Raleigh, Howell and Sullivan. Now, oddly enough, Bath- 
gate is the captain at a time when he threatens to surpass 
Bill Cook as the highest goal-scorer in Ranger history. 

Early this season Bathgate soared over the 200-goal 
mark. He needs 35 this year to tie Cook’s career total of 
228. 

“With his kind of shot,” says Harvey, “Andy should 
be shooting more, especially when he’s close to the net.” 

Ironically when Bathgate is on a scoring streak, he’s 
shooting off his mouth, too. In the dressing-room, he’ll 
yell loudly and laugh loudly — just the opposite from the 
calm, soft-voiced Harvey. But when Bathgate is making 
noise, he’s making goals, too. As long as he keeps making

(Many National Hockey League people insist that the 
hardest shot in the history of the game belonged to 
Charlie Conacher, a right-winger who was a brilliant 
figure with the Toronto Maple Leafs. He was born in 
Toronto on December 20, 1910, and joined the Maple 
Leafs in 1929. Before he retired from the League at the 
end of the 1940-41 season, he had seen one season of 
service with Detroit, and two with the New York Ameri- 
cans. 


Conacher twice led the league in scoring. In 1933-34, 
he scored 32 goals and 20 assists, and the following season, 
put together 36 goals and 21 assists in a 48-game schedule. 
And when he wasn’t winning the league’s scoring title, he 


was leading in goals scored on several other occasions. 


In all, he scored 225 goals, an e, he tells Red 
Fisher, of The Montreal Star, about “ Goal I'll Never
